The mother of tbeJono- 
witc child was also taken to the hospital 
aa a "snspect," owing to the exposure. 

Owing to the strong southern wind 
nevailing outside it was deemM unsafe 
to send this Stonington to Fire Island as 
it waa feared she would prove unsea- 
worthy. Accordingly Dr. Jenkins sug- 

Ssted the iron steiunboat Oephus, and 
e was chartered by Dock Commis- 
sioner Cram, and at 11 o'clock she ar- 
riTedat the upper station having on 
board the eommissioner and the cham- 
ber of commerce relief committee head- 
ed by Seth Low. Accompanied by Dr. 
JenkiBS, the Cephas proceeded to the 
hoepital at Sandy Hook, where the 
oann passengers of the Normanni i, 
which have been on the Stooingtaii 
ainoe Saturday night, were taken on 
hoMtd. At %m the CepbuB atarted for 
Fire Island in the faoe cc a strong sea. 

After inspecting the progress or work 
at the refuge station at Sandy Hark. 
Dr. Jenkins turned his face homeward 
on the yacht Fra Diavoio, and at 5 
o'clock; aa he climbed the atairs of the 
bluff at the quarantine station, he prom- 
ised newt to the reportaw in half an 
hour. 

Just before 7 o'clock the following 
telegram to the governor was ^ven out 
as the oificial revit-w of the day a events:

The Scani''a 
is being disinfected and the new cases .ire 
removed an fast an they develop. I have a 
competent statf and will employ physici-'ns 
when the emergency demands it. I ha^e 
accepte<l all assisliince offered, both ftom 
local and national authorities. 

'ITie steamship Wyoming is not d''^- 
nltely inf«ct«4l with cholera, hut will licld 
her until vre are perfectly »atislle<I erf lier 
condition. The .Stonington, offered by N'r. 
Morgan, was the cause of considerable 
complalut. The New Hampshire, givn 
me en application to Secretary Tracy, Is 
anchored in the lower quarantine this 
afternoon and will be oted until we can 
complete the arrangements for th« rec-n- 
tion of passengers at Fire Island. I have 
placed a competent hotel man in charge of 
the Surf hotel and a competent physician 
to inspect and look after the passengers. 
Have also appointed thirty-flve •iieclal po- 
Ueamea to patrol Kire Island. The com 
BOdMee from the chamber of commerce 
waited upon me this afternoon with lUe 
consulting board of physicians appointed 
bv them and Bai<i that Camp Ix>w, At 
Bandy Hook, would be proffered to me as 
aoonjw completed for the reception of well 
people. 

I shall also request and act upon any 
anggsetloiis by the medical consulting 
eoounittee appointed by the chamber oi 
eoouneroe. W. T. Jknkins,

At 9 p. m., it was rumored trouble 
WM la store for the Normannia's cabin 
TMMnnflnii on board the Gephus. Just 
Mfbre 10 o'clock Dr. Jenkins appeared 
in the boat house on the dock and read 
a telegram f»om Dr. Nelson, of the dty 
health board, who was at Fire Islaci, 
saying that the Os|^bb ooold not land 
and had turned back. 

When later Dr. JenkiBi learned that 
the people at Babylon and vidnity bad 
amed deputy sheriffs of Islip stationed 
on Fire luaad to dispute the landing of 
the people on the Oephua the health 
oAoer waa much agitMed.

The position of tlie Normannia's i>eo- 
ple is not enviable. Tliey wanted to l>e 
moved from the Hamburg liner, and 
hailed with joy Mr. Morgan's proffer, of 
the veteran Stonington, out when they 
had siient a night thereon they Were not 
comfortable, after ttie palatiM (loartan 

on the Normannia. ' 

Then the ( ephtis and an inunediate 

transfer waa decidoil upon by the health 
ofHcer. Among tlie treacherous shoals 
of the Long Island shore, bnlfeted by the 
sea, kicked np by a strong southeast 
breeze and menaced by armed guards 
asliort* thny are in for a miserable time 
if not at;tiially in peril of life should any- 
thing happen to the Cophtie.

It is said the antag» 
onism to the Fire Island project comes 
from the bealth boards of the ttnvns ad" 
jHcunt, and (*oircrnor Flo^ver Ikih or- 
dered Ih-. I5alch of the state board of 
health to take immediate action to allay 
their agitation. 

OPEN REBELLION. 

The Nonsukaala Paseeagers Mot Allowed 
te Xaad m Wit* Islaad, 

Fire Island, N. Y., Sept. 12.— Men 
from Islip, Babylon and other points on 
Long Island apj)ear to hjive decided to 
prevent by force if necessary the land- 
ing of qviarantined passengers. They 
defy the governor and the state health 
officers and claim that their "common 
rights" justify th'-m in guarding Fire 
Island fr ail iiitrnRioii by people who 
may- Ije intecti d with cholera. 

They intimi i.if. ,1 tli» pilot ^o that he 
refused to bring in the ('ephus and they 
threaten to burn the Hurt hotel unless 
the attempt to use it for a iiuarantine 
station IS (d)Hiidoiieil. Twenty of the 
men have been sworn in as special con- 
stables and they liiive over one htindred 
assistants. TIih thou admit that they 
are armed, and declare that they will 
not give way to New York policemen or 
any one else. 

President Wilson, of the New York 
board of health, has jilHced reporters 
and others on guard at the hotel and 
telegrai)he<l for assistance. Forty 
French cooks and waiters, who were 
sent down from the Hoffman House, 
were stoped at Babylon and stoned. 
They are notpvinitted tocmbarkfor 
Fire Island. 

No Abatement In IfamburK. 

Hambi Sept. 11.— Expectations as 
to the abatement of the plague have not 
been realized in the last two days. On 
Saturday there were 810 fresh cases, or 
twenty-one more than on Friday, and 
257 deathp. or eleven more than on 
Friday. Y^'sterda^' there wm^ 7',|s fresh 
cases, or twelve leHS than Saturday and 
281 deaths, or twanty-four moretlian 
Sattirday. 

The ntimber of persons in choler;i hos- 
nitals and barracks on Saturday v^;ie 
8,124 and yesterday was 3,'2yit. A city 
physiqian says that the average rate of 
mortality haa been two oaaea in erary 

five. 

Today official statistics for the whole 
plague will be given out by the munici- 
pal government. There is much curios- 
ity to know whether the sanitary otHciaU 
have chosen to acknowledge that they 
have published falsehoods or to keep on 
pubUihtng falsalmtWis

The mother was a proof reader at The 
Times printing house until two weeks 
ago, when she resigned to take a rest. 
She had been a long stifferer from neu- 
ralgia, and it is supposed became insane 
through despondency iu Ima^ningshe 
had brain trouble. It was believed Mrs. 
Targetta turned on the gas after the 
daughter was asleep. She was in com- 
fortable circutnitances, having been left 
a snug income by her husband, who 
died Mght years ago.

DISASTROUS WRECK OCCURS. 



Hix rrrsiiiis Klllfil Oiitl'lght an<l Noiirly 
Fortj Ii^tured, Three of U'hum HHve 
Slaee Dtod— Urt of tiM TletlaM— De- 
tails of the DIsMter. 

Boston. Sept. 12. — The horror of the 
great Quincy accident was recalled .Sat- 
urday night when a through freight ex- 
press train, westbound on tiie Fltchbnrg 
railroad, ran into • passwiger train 
standing on the outbound track at West 
Cambridge jtmction, telescojiing the 
rear car, killing six persons otitright 
and injuring nearly forty others, three 
of whom are rejiorted to have since 
died. Passenger train 131, due to leave 
Boston at 10:15, started on time. When 
West Cambridige Jtmction was reached 
the engineer found it nece s sa r y, owing 
to the dense fog, to run close to the 
crossovers in ivnler to see if he had the 
right of way from the signal tower, 
which is located close by. 

The passenger train was said to be five 
minutes late and about the same hour 
the local passenger train from Waltham, 
scheduled to leave there at 10:80, was 
<lue at West Cambridge junction 
also. The westbotind train, which left 
Boston, had come to a full stop In order 
that the eastbound train from Waltham, 
which had the right of way, could pass 
that point 1>efore it c rossed over to the 
Watertown branch. While standing 
near the crossover the express freight 
train, which was lK)und west, came 
thundering along, and just as the pas- 
senger train atarted to cross to the 
Watertown branch, the freight train 
ci ashed into the rear of the passenger 
train with the result above described. 

The passenger train engine and the 
foreward truck of the smoking car had 
crossed over on the branch traok which 
left two passenger cars on the crossover 
and another car standing on the main 
westbound traok. When the engine 
struck the rear car it entered like a 
wedge splitting it into two parts each of 
which fell outward on the tracks while 
the roof of the car Iodised on top of the 
locomotive. The recoil from the collis- 
ion drove the heavily loaded freight cars 
backward and although the two cars 
nearest the ungine which were a refrig- 
erator cor and a Burton stock car were 
not injured, the ten or twelve cars be- 
hind them were smashed into kindling 
wood. Severfcl of them were loaded 
with lumber and this was strewn all 
along the track. The cars were piled 
up on one another in indescribable 
confusion, completely blocking both 
tracks for fnllv one hundred yards. 

As soon as tne accident occurred word 
was dispatched by telephone to the vari- 
ous police stations in Boston, S(3mer- 
ville and Cambridge asking them to 
send surgeons to the scene. By 10 
o'clock Sunday morning all the bodies 
had been removed from the wreck, and 
the wounded had been cared for by 
willing hands. The pilot and cylinder 
boxes of the freight engine were poked 
imdemeath the forward truck of the 
rear passenger car, which made it id- 
most impossible for any human being to 
escape without injury who occupied 
seats in that ear. On the rear end of 
the ill-fated cars a man's legs were 
dangling, the trunk being found a ({uar- 
ter of a mile down the track. The pre- 
vailing imiu ession was that it was a 
tramp stea''ng a ride on the pilot of the 
freight engine or tucked away on the 
rear truck of the passenger car. 

The rear brakcman ot the passenger 
train who ihortly before the accident 
waa sent back about 600 feet to notify 
the engineer of the freight train of the 
danger ahead states that he went buck 
as directed and signalled the freight 
train and his signal was answered by 
two whistles which is the usual 
answer that al. signals have been seen 
and noted. The reason for the collision, 
he feels sure, was that the engineer of 
the freight train could not control his 
train which was of thirty cars, the 
greater part of them containing lumber, 
all very neavy. The train was the regu- 
lar Saturday night western heavy freight 
which was unusuallv heavy that night. 
The train is scheduled to leave Boeton 
about 8 o'clock, but Saturday night did 
not leave u. til after 10 and was running 
at the rate of about twenty miles an 
hour when the collection occurred. 

Engineer Uood^'in, of the freight 
train, is in the Cambridge hospital, suf- 
fering from a bad shaking up, imt is not 
seriously injured.

A MET EOR'S F LIGHT. 

1 Btoatag Ball of Blue Vive Sweep* 
Throagh the Klght. 

Boston, Sept. 12.— One of the bright- 
5st and largest meteors ever .seen in th;.^ 
vicinity sped across the northern sky at 
10:39 o'clock Saturday night. It wni* 
pear-shaped, and in its greatest appar- 
ent diameter was about half of that of 
the moon. The course of the meteor d»- 
Bcribe<l very near a great circle, through 
the zenith and the north star and a little 
more than half way from the horison to 
the polaris. Thence ita path was east- 
ward and downward at an angle to the 
horizon of about 60 degreee. 

Apart from ita size the meteor was 
most brilliant. It had a distinct nucleus 
of dazzling white, oblong in shape, trav- 
eling on its latter axis. The latter was a 
blazing ball of color, mostly a deep blue, 
with a deep orange border. On tne out- 
side was a yellowish film, but gradually 
thickening backward until it made up 
most of the tail. There wa.s a traiigular 
dark space directly behind the center 
of the nucleus at the baae of the conical 
tail.

They also demand a contribution of #1 
from each ( 'hinanian in the I'nited 
States toward a fund to l)e used in test- 
ing the constitutionality of the act. 
They threaten to disown all Chinamen 
who register, and will refuse them 
passes back to Ciiina in case they wish 
to return. Tliey have alsij appealed to 
the Chinese government for aid against 
the law the}' call unjiist. 

The Kveiiing liuUetin editorially com- 
menting on the refusal of tha Chineeo to 

register, says: 

•'There seems to be a very good pros 
pect at this time of getting rid of a large 
number of Chine-e in this country. The 
iiiHinliers ol tlu' Si.x coiniianies, as they 
call them--eives. have published a jirocla- 
iiiatioii forbidding them to register as 
the l;*w reijuires. If they refu.se tf) oliey 
the law tliey will be sliii>jmd out of this 
country bv the wholesale when the time 
expires. I'pon that fact they may all 
reckon with consiiierable cei tHiiity. The 
ins oleiice and arrogance of the !*ix 
coiniianies will hel]i the matter along.

Whence do these com- 
panies derive the power to prevent p0O» 
pie leaving this country?" 

Attorney 'rhoiniis Hiordan, of tliis 
city, who has been engiiged liy the Six 
comjianies to attack the registration act 
in the courts, said: "The H<'t ilefeats it- 
self. Any lawyer can tell you that a 
coach could be driven through it." 

"But there were a number of promi- 
nent lawyers in the congress that passed 
it." 

"So there were, but they did not ap- 
Iiaieiitly St; ^ to consider the legal ps- 
I>ect of the bill. The thing was rushed 
through with a saving provision that if 
it is not constitutional, the courts will 
knock it out. The act ia dearly nnoon* 
stitutioual."

The opinion concludes: "County Su- 
perintendents can not retain such surplus 
or add it to fund of the following year 
for that district, but must furwanl it to 
the State Treasury, where it shall remain 
to the cradit of the district until after 
the second school year In whioh U origi<

It ha*- 
all the Hicotimiixlations for a f(rea\ as 
•emblaze of iif-iplf. and is well adupteil 
for outdoor p;it'aKiiii<. 

Hon. Whiteliiw Heid, the Republioaii 
candidate for vice president, was the 
atar attraction, with a number of otlu t 
proiiiiueiit Republican speakers. 

Mr. Keid's upeech was short, but t<. 
the point, nnd wan delivered in the 
clear, forci)>l« manner that is natural to 
hiia. He ojjened hi« reinnrkH by saving 
that the contest in Ohio hud been 
opened in the old Oliio way, by recruit- 
ing the ranks with the youthful intelli- 
gence and vigor of the new generation 
that is coming forward.
